XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 38.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for July, August, 
and September, 1918. 
July.—The striking features of the July rain map were— 
1. The heavy deficiencies at the majority of the Agricultural centres and over Coastal areas 
between Geraldton and Esperance, these districts being visited by only two rain-bearing disturbances 
during the whole month (viz., on the Ist and 21st) 


2. ‘The unusual rains in the Kimberleys during the last few days of the month. Excluding Hall’s 
Creek all the stations showed a decided excess when compared with the average. On looking through 
the Fitzroy records it was noticed that an unusual J uly rain was invariably followed by light falls 
for the remainder of the year, and by totals above the average during the following January and 
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February. It was consequently considered that a wet J uly might serve as an indication to the char- 
acter of the following wet season throughout the Kimberleys. A perusal of the records of the other 
stations, however, upset this opinion. By way of example, Derby, with a wet July, had 20-82 inches 
in December, 1906, while with a nil record for July, 1898, a total of 31-03 inches was registered in 
December, and in each instance heavy gaugings were recorded during the following January, February, 
and March. Similar instances occur at the other stations. 

The deficiencies in the Southern portions of the State were most exceptional in character. Along 
the Dowerin-Merredin loopline, and in the extreme Eastern Agricultural districts they varied from a 
few points to an inch and a-half, while the remaining agricultural centres showed deficits varying from 
14 to nearly 3 inches. On the coast the defect was more pronounced, and amounted to 5 inches in 
the extreme S8.W. and 6 inches along the Darling Range. Many of the totals were the lowest ever 
recorded for July, even at long-established stations like Guildford, Katanning and Kojonup. In other 
instances drier July weather was experienced during the 80's, the year 1889 being an exceptionally 
dry one. In Perth rain fell on six days only, the smallest number on record for the month under 
review. Conditions on the Goldfields more closely approached normal, for, although deficiencies were 
met with over the Central and Southern Fields, a large part of the Northern and Murchison areas 
showed slight excesses. 


August—The Weather Charts for August preserved, on the whole, a rather monotonous character 
during the entire month. More or less well-defined depressions, presumably of Tropical origin, but 
appearing first in the neighbourhood of the Leeuwin, repeatedly heralded the approach of unsettled 
weather. After the passage of the main nucleus, a barometric rise, suggesting the incoming of fine 
weather, usually occurred, but this was invariably cut short, and a period of fluctuating pressures 
would ensue. Such types persisted for leagthy periods, and were associated with continued showery 
weather, extending inland or contracting to the coast with the alternate Northward surge and sub- 
sequent retreat of the low pressures. 

In consequence, very little fine weather was experienced over the West and South-West coastal 
areas and agricultural districts, but on the other hand, heavy gaugings were rare, and despite the 
persistent rain, the Eastern agricultural areas and several other localities were somewhat in defect 
of normal on the month’s total. 

On the goldfields the showers were less frequent, and the total falls were mostly lighter than 
usual, but excesses were noted on the Eastern fringe and the Mt. Margaret fields. 


Turning to the Northern half of the State, deficiencies were the rule, the dominating influence 
being a weak anticyclone, or high pressure bank, which formed the Northern boundary of the Southern 
low pressure belt. In the Tropics, however, a slight disturbance during the opening week brought 
some showers, and excesses were consequently met with in the West Kimberley, where, however, the 
averages for the month were negligible. 


September —The outstanding feature of the September rainfall was the heavy downpour that 
visited the South-West quarter of the State about the middle of the month. This was due to the 
operations of two systems, first an Antarctic depression, which brought fair to moderate rains on the 
12th, and, following closely after, a storm of tropical origin, which commenced to affect the West coast 
even before the activities of its predecessor were entirely spent. 

The climax of the latter disturbance was reached on the 15th, when falls of from 1 to 24 inches 
occurred at the majority of stations in the West and South-West coastal areas and agricultural dis- 
tricts, Showers continued until the 19th, making in all seven full days of wet weather. 

Other rain-bearing disturbances that visited the State were all of Antarctic type, and passed far 
to the Southward, Although productive of persistent cloudy to showery weather on the South-West 
coast, they accounted for barely ten per cent. of the month’s rainfall. 

The gaugings in connection with the principal disturbance, however, were sufficient to exceed the 
normal for September over the greater part of the South-West division, and also on the Southern half 
ofthe Murchison, This was especially notable over the Midland Railway districts. | At Dongara and 
Walebing, for example, excesses of 3-01 and 2-38 inches were recorded, Further South the totals 
were closer to the average values, and in some localities were slightly in defect. Southward from 
Katanning, deficiencies became general, and Eastward along the South coast they were heavy. 


Over the remainder of the sub-tropical areas of the State, scattered showers only were reported, 
and in the Tropics the month was entirely rainless,
